House Deposit Paid

July IO. “ In view of the fact 
that the paperwork was going 
through, we had to do it,” he 
said. 
Following adjournment, the 
board went into closed session 
to discuss negotiations on fire­ 
m en’s salaries, he. said, and 
then had gone back into open 
session to vote on the house 
The decision to put down the 
$1,000 on the house was not 
announced at the board's meet­ 
ing last Wednesday.

Turks Bomb Nicosia 


Long After Deadline

Bitter battles raged in and around Nicosia today 
long after passage of a IO a.m. EDT cease-fire 
deadline agreed to by Greek and Turkey. U.N. 
Secretary Gneral 
Hurt Waldheim reported a 
Turkish air raid on Nicosia an hour and 15 
minutes after the truce deadline. 
Radio reports said Turkish 
planes hit a Fam agusta Hotel, 
killing at least 20 foreign tour­ 
ists, and UPI correspondent Mi­ 
chael Keats said in a dispatch 
from Nicosia that the truce 
deadline came and went with 
no sign of any relaxation in the 
fighting 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said he believed the 
U .S .-n e g o tia te d c e a s e -fire 
ag reem en t on C yprus “ will 
stick” in spite of reports of 
gunfire and bombings on the 
island. 


Kissinger told reporters

I believe the sub­ 
stance of the arrangem ents will 
hold." 
Greek National Guard units, 
reinforced by troops from ll 
Greek planes which slipped into 
em battled Nicosia during the 
night, kept up a steady pound­ 


ing of the corridor. Keats said. 
Turkish troops were attem pting 
to drive to the capital from the 
Kyrenia area where they land­ 
ed reinforcem ents by air and 
sea today. 


A United Nations command 
spokesman in Nicosia said no 
official orders on a cease-fire 
had been received as yet and 
that “ we will continue doing 
what we have been trying to do

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Reagan Fears 
Consumer Bill 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Gov. Ronald Reagan sees a 
consumer protection agency 
being considered in Congress as 
a threat to American freedoms. 
He declared it was “ one of 
the most dangerous things ever 
proposed,” at a news confer­ 
ence Saturday. 
Reagan declared the agency 
would create a whole new layer 
of bureaucracy. 
Such an agency, he said, 
would be able to get confiden­ 
tial information and trade se­ 
crets and possibly publish 
them. 
•Reagan characterized both 
the consumer agency and a 
federal land planning bill be­ 
fore Congress as a "threat to 
the freedom of all.” 
Asked if he was critical of 
President Nixon’s economic 
policies, Reagan said he be­ 
lieved the budget was too big. 
but added, 
“ three-fourths or 
more is dictated by Congress.” 
“ We must have a balanced 
budget,” he said 
“ We won t 
cure inflation until we do.” 


Reagan 
called 
for unity 
among Republicans and said he 
thought there was a need for 
those who disagree with the 
Democrats “ to unite under 
some umbrella.” 
He said that public opinion 
polls show that millions of 
Democrats are, in effect, disen­ 
franchised because they disa­ 
gree with their leaders. 
“ I ask: Have we not come to 
one of those moments in history 
when it is time for a realign­ 
ment of political parties?” 
Reagan said he thought White. 
House Press Secretary Ronald 
Ziegler had used a “ harsh 
term” when he described the 
impeachment proceedings of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
as a “ kangaroo court.” 
But he said “ there’s been a 
partisanship evident” in the 
conduct of the committee. 
“ I 
am 
hopeful Congress 
would find no impeachable of­ 
fense,” Reagan said. “ I have 
not seen any indication — no 
evidence” — of an impeachable 
offense.”

Cement truck drivers climbed 
back behind the wheels of their 
rigs today and highway and 
building construction in the sev­ 
en-county Chicago area began 
to roll again for the first time in 
nine weeks.

However, more than 
10,000 other copper workers re­ 
mained on strike against at 
least five other companies in­ 
cluding Phelps Dodge Corp —

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Talks between stinking foot­ 
ball players and the National 
Football League owners all but 
collapsed yesterday.

Players Association met with 
league owners’ representatives 
and a federal mediator at the 
Labor Department in Washing­ 
ton.

Brezhnev 
Displeased 
By Summit 


WARSAW (U PL - Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, general secretary of 
the Soviet Communist party, 
says he is disappointed with the 
results of last month’s summit 
with President Nixon in Mos­ 
cow. 
“ I can tell you that we want­ 
ed more and were prepared for 
more.” Brezhnev said yester­ 
day in a speech to the Polish 
parliament marking the .‘loth 
anniversary of the Communist 
regime in Warsaw. 
The summit also has been 
criticized in the United States 
for lack of substance. Some 
Nixon critics charged it was a 
political maneuver to get the 
public s attention off the Water­ 
gate scandals and impeach­ 
ment inquiry. 
In the Warsaw speech, Brezh­ 
nev said he urged complete 
cessation of underground nucle­ 
ar tests and the removal from 
the Mediterranean of all ships 
carrying nuclear weapons dur­ 
ing his talks with Nixon. 
“ .Alas, agreement on this has 
not been reached,” Brezhnev 
said 
At the summit, Nixon and 
Brezhnev agreed not to test 
nuclear weapons above 150 kilo­ 
tons and to continue negotia­ 
tions to control the spread of 
nuclear arms. 
"As a result of our talks with 
President Nixon, the contours 
of further steps to limit strateg- , 
ic offensive weapons have been 
shaped,” Brezhnev said

Realtors are advising would- 
be homeowners to buy now, 
before housing prices increase. 
But 
high 
down 
payments, 
scarcity of mortgage money 
and the high price of mortgages 
when available are putting a 
damper on 
home 
hunters’ 
dreams. 


“ There is no mortgage money 
available in the Atlanta area at 
the present time unless you’re a 
veteran,” said John Tarleton, 
an agent for Kuniansky Real 
Estate Co. “ Buying a home can 
be done on a loan assumption 
basis — where the buyer takes 
over the present mortgage and 
then gets another mortgage, 
but the interest rate is exorbi­ 
tant and it’s rare.” 


Interest rates have climbed 
to more than 9 per cent in 
Miami and San Francisco. 
Mortgages are available in 
Hartford, Conn., but only if the 
borrower can come up with a 50 
per cent down payment. 
While some realtors hope the 
interest rate on mortgages 
eventually will drop, those sur­ 
veyed by U PI in cities across 
the nation also believe that the 
purchase price of homes will 
climb at rates of up to 16 per 
cent a year by 1975. They ad­ 
vise persons able to come up 
with the large down payments 
to buy now — even with the 
high interest. With the steep 
increase in housing prices con­ 


sidered, they say, the cost of a 
home would be cheaper in the 
long run if purchased now. 
The nationwide average inter­ 
est for loans is about 9 to 9 V* 
per cent, according to the Fed­ 
eral Home Loan Bank Board in 
Washington. The board says the 
national average for required 
down payments on new and 
existing mortgages is about 27 
per cent. 
But in San Francisco, accord­ 
ing to a spokesman for a realty 
firm, interest rates have shot to 
9 \ per cent, payoff periods 
have dropped from 30 to 25 
years and down payment re­ 
quirements have increased 
from 20 per cent to 25 per cent. 
In Hartford, three of the larg­ 
est banks are charging record 
interest rates — one of them 9N 
per cent — and requiring 50 per 
cent down payments. 
A state interest ceiling of 9 Vz 
per cent recently passed the 
Illinois Legislature. 
A Chicago realtor said the 
sales volume on homes in the 
first half of this year was about 
the same as it was last year. 
But in Florida ’s Dade County 
— the Miami area — new home 
sales dropped 21 per cent in the 
first five months of this year as 
interest rates climbed to 9.13 
per cent, including closing costs 
paid to the lender, and the 
req u ired 
down paym ent 
climbed to 20 per cent, accord­ 
ing to one mortgage broker.

Talks Asked 
On Peace In 
Middle East 


By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 


Jordan called today for a 
meeting of the foreign minis­ 
ters of Jordan, Egypt, and Syr­ 
ia and a representative of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion (PLO) to coordinate the 
Arab stand towards Middle 
East peace negotiations. 


A statement issued by Jorda­ 
nian Premier Zeid Rifai said 
Jordan would like the meeting 
to be held “ as soon as possi­ 
ble.” He said his government 
had sent invitations to the par­ 
ties concerned and was await­ 
ing a reply. 


Rifai said Jordan’s aim was 
“ to insure and develop” the 
Arab coordination called for in 
the joint communique issued 
after King Hussein’s talks with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sad­ 
at in Alexandria last week. 


The Jordanian move followed 
PLO rejection yesterday of the 
formula for Palestinian repre­ 
sentation contained in the Sad- 
at-Hussein communique. 


The communique said the 
PLO was the legitimate repre­ 
sentative of the Palestinians, 
“ except those living in the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jo r­ 
dan ” The PLO announced after 
yesterday’s Executive Commit­ 
tee meeting it could never ac­ 
cept a formula that split the 
representation of the Palestini­ 
ans 
Diplomatic sources said the 
PLO rejection appeared to tor­ 
pedo hopes of a reconciliation 
between Jordan and the Pales­ 
tinians in time for the projected 
Arab summit conference in Ra­ 
bat, Sept. 3. 
On the same basis they said 
there appeared no chance the 
Palestinians would agree to the 
new Jordanian proposal for it to 
meet with the foreign ministers 
of Jordan, Egypt and Syria.

Morse had been with her hu s­ 
band alm ost constantly since 
Friday night. 
Way ne Ly man Morse serv ed 
fou r term s in the United States 
Senate, where he established 
himself as a m av erick known 
for his independence and com ­ 
bativ eness. 
No one. be he President, fel­ 
low senator, or other notable 
was safe from M orse’s w rath if 
he felt a transgression had been 
committed. 
His illness sidetracked him at 
a moment when he was making 
a final effort to retu rn to the 
Senate where he serv ed for 24 
y ears. 
Morse began his political ca­ 
reer as a Repu blican, then an­ 
grily left that party in 19 52 in a 
difference with Dwight Eisen­ 
hower ov er a choice of ru nning 
m ate and parts of the GOP 
platform. He went to the Senate 
in 19 53 as an independent, and 
later joined the Democrats. 
He was among the first GOP 
leaders to u rge Eisenhower to 
seek the presidency , then re­ 
fu sed to su pport him after Ike 
won the nomination. 
In 19 54 he helped elect Rich­ 
ard N eu berger as Oregon’s first 
Democratic senator in 46 y ears, 
bu t by 19 58 they were engaged 
in one of the most bitter con­ 
gressional feu ds on record 
Morse bu cked the growing 
tide for John F. Kennedy in 
I9 6 0 and ran in a nu m ber of 
prim aries as an av owed standin 
for Adlai Stev enson. Howev er, 
he failed to win a single contest 
and dropped his bid after Ken­ 
nedy beat him in Oregon’s pres­ 
idential prim ary 
In the 19 6 0s. Morse pu blicly 
called P resid ent Ly ndon B. 
Johnson “dru nk with pow er." 
Morse perhaps was best re­ 
m em bered for his final Senate 
battle ov er Vietnam. In 19 6 4 he 
was one of two senators to v ote 
against the Gu Jf of Tonkin Res­ 
olu tion. 
the 
act 
which gav e 
Congressional au thorization to 
increase American inv olv ement 
in the Sou theast Asian cou ntry . 
From then u ntil his defeat at 
the polls, he v oted against ev ­ 
ery measu re, inclu ding appro­ 
priations, w hich wou ld keep 
American troops in Vietnam 
He carried on his cam paign 
against the war throu gh the 
cou ntry 
in 
speeches and 
he 
su pported Sen Eu gene McCar­ 
thy when the Minnesota Demo­ 
crat ran for the presidency on 
an anti-war platform in 19 6 8. 
He su pported Vice President 
Hu bert Hu mphrey after Hu m­ 
phrey won 
the D em ocratic 
nomination, howev er. It was in 
that same election that M orse’s 
Senate career was ended by a 
margin of 3,446 v otes. 


Morse was bom at Madison, 
Wis., Oct. 20, 19 00. He gradu at­ 
ed from the Univ ersity of Wis­ 
consin and earned a m aster’s 
degree there. He also earned a 
commission as a second lieu ten­ 
ant in the U.S. Army Reserv e. 
In 19 24 he m arried Mildred 
Downie, a fellow stu dent both 
at high school and college. 
White teaching at the Univ ersi­ 
ty of Minnesota he earned his 
law degree.

Wis., called Morse “a truly 
great senator - a man of abso­ 
lute rock-like integrity.’’ 
With 
Morse when he died 
were his wife, his sister, Mrs. 
Carol Cline, and his physician, 
Dr. Charles Goodwin. Mrs. 
Morse had been with her hus­ 
band almost constantly since 
Friday night. 
Wayne Lyman Morse served 
four terms in the United States 
Senate, where he established 
himself as a maverick known 
for his independence and com­ 
bativeness. 
No one, be he President, fel­ 
low senator, or other notable 
was safe from Morse’s wrath if 
he felt a transgression had been 
committed. 
His illness sidetracked him at 
a moment when he was making 
a final effort to return to the 
Senate where he served for 24 
years. 
Morse began his political ca­ 
reer as a Republican, then an­ 
grily left that party in 1952 in a 
difference with Dwight Eisen­ 
hower over a choice of running 
mate and parts of the COP 
platform. He went to the Senate 
in 1953 as an independent, and 
later joined the Democrats. 
He was among the first GOP 
leaders to urge Eisenhower to 
seek the presidency, then re­ 
fused to support him after Ike 
won the nomination 
In 1954 he helped elect Rich­ 
ard Neuberger as Oregon's first 
Democratic senator in 40 years, 
but by 1958 they were engaged 
in one of the most bitter con­ 
gressional feuds on record 
Morse bucked the growing 
tide for John F. Kennedy in 
1900 and ran in a num ber of 
prim aries as an avowed standin 
for Adlai Stevenson. However. 
he failed to win a single contest 
and dropped his bid after Ken­ 
nedy beat him in Oregon’s pres­ 
idential prim ary 
In the 1960s. Morse publicly 
called P resid en t Lyndon B. 
Johnson “ drunk with power.” 
Morse perhaps was best re­ 
mem bered for his final Senate 
battle over Vietnam. In 1964 he 
was one of two senators to vote 
against the Gulf of Tonkin Res­ 
olution, 
the 
act 
which gave 
(Congressional authorization to 
increase American involvement 
in the Southeast Asian country. 
From then until his defeat at 
the polls, he voted against ev­ 
ery measure, including appro­ 
p riatio n s, which would keep 
American troops in Vietnam 
He carried on his campaign 
against the w ar through the 
country 
in 
speeches and he 
supported Sen Eugene McCar­ 
thy when the Minnesota Demo­ 
crat ran for the presidency on 
an an tiw a r platform in 1968. 
He supported Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey after Hum­ 
phrey won the D em ocratic 
nomination, however. It was in 
that sam e election that Morse’s 
Senate career was ended by a 
m argin of 3,446 votes. 


Morse was bom at Madison, 
Wis., Oct. 20, 1900. He graduat­ 
ed from the University of Wis­ 
consin and earned a master’s 
degree there. He also earned a 
commission as a second lieuten­ 
ant in the U.S. Army Reserve. 
In 1924 he married Mildred 
Downie, a fellow student both 
at high school and college. 
W'hite teaching at the Universi­ 
ty of Minnesota he earned his 
law degree. 


She was bom in Fall River, 
Mass., and spent her childhood 
in the Azores. 
Mrs. Cabral came to Califor­ 
nia about 27 years ago and 
settled at 2743 Stony Point Road 
about 16 years ago. She was a 
homemaker. 


She was a member of many 
Portuguese societies including 
the Holy Ghost Society of Peta­ 
luma.

In Adminis tration 


WASHINGTON <LTPI) - A 
new Louis Harris poll showed 
today that Americans apparent­ 
ly have little confidence in the 
ability of the administration to

A survey based on contacts 
with 1.512 households said that 
by a margin of 83 per cent to 14 
per cent, those interviewed ex­ 
pressed lack of confidence in 
the administration's perform­ 
ance on “ keeping the economy 
healthy.” In response to anoth­ 
er question, 46 per cent said 
they did not think the govern­ 
ment “ knows enough about how 
to prevent a great depression" 
compared to 35 per cent who 
said it did.

He gives home owners much 
3d vice on bracing walls (ply­ 
wood works well by supporting 
laterally as well as vertically) 
and on caring for the home 
ahead of time (bolt or strap 
iown water heaters, secure 
large pieces of furniture that 
may topple). 
/Another thing to think about 
before a quake is earthquake 
insurance. 
"Contrary to popular belief, 
earthquake insurance is now 
generally available at a reason­ 
able cost throughout the West,” 
he says. “ 1 pay only $7.50 per 
year for insurance on the fur­ 
nishings of 
my apartment 
which is near the 
Oakland- 
Berkeley line and about one 
mile from the Hayward Fault.”

If you are 
inside a building, stand in a 
corner or in a doorway or get 
under a sturdy desk or table 
After a quake, first check for 
injuries. Then check water and 
electrical lines for damage. 
Stay away from beaches and 
other low-lving areas. And be 
prepared for aftershocks. 
Charles F Richter, AJtadena, 
Calif., certainly the world’s 
best-known expert on seismolo­ 
gy, writes a foreword to the 
book in which he agrees with 
Yanev s assessment of earth­ 
quake effects. 
“ Losses of life and property 
in earthquakes are nevertheless 
largely unnecessary and pre­ 
ventable,” Richter says. “ ... 
Our greatest present earth­ 
quake risk consists in the con­ 
tinuance in use of antiquated 
and now unsafe structures. ”

Mamie Says She Still Misses 
Ike, Who Died Five Years Ago 


GETTYSBl'RG, Pa. (UPI) - 
Mamie Doud Eisenhower, liv­ 
ing in seclusion on her 190-acre 
farm here, says she "never got 
used” to her husband being 
gone 


The 77-year-old former first 
lady told the Philadelphia In­ 
quirer in an interview published 
today that she can not get 
accustomed to not having 
Dwight D. Eisenhower around, 
although it’s been five years 
since his death 


" I t used to anger me when 
people would say, ‘You're an 
Army wife. You must be used 
to Ike being away,"' Mrs Ei­ 
senhower said. "I never got 


used to him being gone He was 
my husband He was my whole 
life." 
Interviewed in a second floor 
sitting room decorated with 
family heirlooms. Mrs Eisen­ 
hower said she rarely goes 
downstairs to the large, glass 
enclosed back porch overlook­ 
ing the Civil War Battlefield 
where she spent so much time 
with her husband 
"There’s too much of him 
there.” she explained "I don t 
go down there ” 
The Eisenhowers took up res­ 
idence at the farm in 1955 after 
the President suffered his first 
heart attack and told her he 
wanted to "he among the peo­ 


ple who are going to be our 
neighbors." The farm, stocked 
with some 240 choice grade 
cattle, has since been declared 
a national historical site. 


"My husband was the star in 
the heavens," Mrs. Eisenhower 
said, looking back on their 
years together. "It’s not that I 
didn t have my own ideas, but 
in my own era. the man was 
the head of the household." 
She said her favorite monu­ 
ment in Gettysburg is the stat­ 
ue of the President on the 
grounds of Gettysburg College

"Budding houses directly on 
earthquake faults is about the 
stupidest thing you can do,” 
Yanev said recently in an inter­ 
view, “ but there are numerous 
houses built deliberately on 
known faults."

Few Have Faith 
In Administration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
ne a Louis Harris poll showed 
today that Americans apparent­ 


ly have little confidence in the 
ability of the administration to 
solve the nation’s economic 
problems 
A survey based on contacts 
with 1,512 households said that 
by a margin of 83 per cent to 14 
per cent, those interviewed ex­ 
pressed lack of confidence in 
the administration's perform­ 
ance on "keeping the economy 
healthy."

He gives home owners much 
advice on bracing walls (ply­ 
wood works well by supporting 
laterally as well as vertically) 
and on caring for the home 
ahead of time (bolt or strap 
iown water heaters, secure 
large pieces of furniture that 
may topple). 
Another thing to think about 
before a quake is earthquake 
insurance. 
"Contrary to popular belief, 
earthquake insurance is now 
generally available at a reason­ 
able cost throughout the West," 
he says. "I pay only $7.50 per 
year for insurance on the fur­ 
nishings of my apartment 
which is near the 
OakJand- 
Berkeley line and about one 
mile from the Hayward Fault." 


Yanev admits that the myth 


that such insurance is not avail­ 
able dies hard 


"The day after the big quake 


in San Fernando in 1971 every­ 
body rushed out to buy insur­ 
ance. Naturally the insurance 
companies were reluctant- to 
sell immediately. They dxi^oot 
know bow many aftershocks 
there would be. So they turned 
people down. This reinforced 
the myth." says Yanev. 
;■ 


Yanev’s advice on prepara­ 
tion includes keeping available 
a flashlight, a battery-powered 
radio, extra batteries, a first- 
aid kit and a few days’ supply 
of canned food and plastic bot­ 
tled water. 


During a quake the most im­ 
portant thing to remember, he 
says, is to keep calm. If you are 
inside a building, stand in a 
comer or in a doorway or get 
under a sturdy desk or table 
After a quake, first check for 
injuries. Then check water and 
electrical lines for damage. 
Stay away from beaches and 
other low-lying areas. And be 
prepared for aftershocks. 
Charles F Richter, Altadena, 
Calif., certainly the world's 
best known expert on seismolo­ 
gy, writes a foreword to the 
book in which he agrees with 
Yanev’s assessment of earth­ 
quake effects. 
"Losses of life and property 
rn earthquakes are nevertheless 
largely unnecessary and pre­ 
ventable." Richter says. “ ... 
Our greatest present earth­ 
quake risk consists in the con­ 
tinuance in use of antiquated 
and now unsafe structures."

He said since 
the commercials were broad­ 
cast. people are no longer buy­ 
ing gasoline on the basis of 
claims for power 
The decision, still subject to 
possible review and revision by 
the FTC, cited radio and televi­ 
sion commericals used from 
1969 until early 1972 
One featured a car pulling 


three empty railroad cars, with 
the claim that Sunoco 260 high 
octane gasoline is blended into 
all Sunoco brands and results in 
better performance for all cars. 


Hinkes said octane ratings 
have nothing to do with power, 
and that Sunoco’s high octane is 
not any different from any oth­ 
er octane.

Driving h ome from a recent h earing of 
th e Mann Plan Commission, pondering 
th ese questions, I decided th at wh atever 
else, Moth er Tongue h ad taken a beating. 


Wh at is wrong," I asked myself for

3) ‘ Non-Commercial Recreation.” (Th is 
is th e one th at set off th ose Rich ter 7.7 
tremors around th e tomb of Dr. Joh nson). 
Th e Commission solemnly decreed, upon 
th e solemn advice of th e tax-paid county 
legal staff, th at a private enterprise 
operated to sell recreation at a profit, th e 
enjoyment of same being denied th e 
vulgar populace by th e altitude of th e 
fees, is "non-commercial ” Th e discus­ 
sion seemed to me to indicate th at if Joe 
Doakes or Jose Quienes could just walk 
in and plunk down a five or ten for th e 
enjoyment and use th ereof, th e enterprise 
would be a vulgar ‘‘commercial” affair, 
th ough quite possibly less profitable to its 
owners. 


Honest, I’m not agin eith er profit or 
commercial enterprise; even catering to 
th ose wh o feed th eir egos with illusions of 
exclusiveness 
It’s just th at I h ave a 
tender feeling for Moth er Tongue. Wh y, 
in th e names of Doctor Joh nson, Noah 
Webster, Alexander Craigie, and th e 
myriad oth ers wh o h ave striven to keep

IMPEACHMENT DECISION SIX 
MONTHS AWAY? That’s what 
some 
knowledgeable congressmen — not pro- 
Nix onites — are now fearing. 
Th is glum forecast rests in part on th e 
long time it is taking th e House Judiciary 
Committee to digest th e massive and 
mixed evidence it h as before it. 
One recent h eadline read: ‘‘Rodino 
Says Inquiry Cannot Meet Its Deadline.” 
Th is means it may be well into Septem­ 
ber before the J udiciary Committee 
makes its recommendation to th e House 
and it will take the House considerable 
time debating wh eth er or not it sh ould 
impeach . 


WHY INTO NEXT YEAR? Two rea­ 
sons: Th e Senate would give th e Presi­ 
dent at least a month or more to get 
ready to stand trial. Second, if th e Senate 
saw it could not complete th e trial before 
Jan. 3, wh en th e congressional term 
expires, it probably wouldn’t begin it 
since th e trial would h ave to start all 
over again wh en th e new Congress con­ 
vened. All substantive measures die at 
th e expiration of th e Congress. Obviously, 
impeach ment is a substantive measure 
Neith er th e public nor th e congressmen 
want to see th e impeach ment process 
drag on and on. But th at’s th e outlook. 


MEANWHILE, THE WORK OF CON­ 
GRESS IS CLOGGED. Th e President h as 
lost much of h is ability to galvanize 
Congress to act, and by itself Congress is 
leth argic and preoccupied with impeach ­ 
ment. Appropriations are delayed. Oth er 
important legislation, including bills af­ 
fecting consumer protection, strip min­ 
ing, oil taxes and energy crisis, may all 
be neglected in th e last-minute rush to 
adjourn and start campaigning 


NONSMOKERS LIB ON THE MARCH 
Smoking continues to increase in th e 
United States, but nonsmokers are enjoy­ 
ing it more! Th ey are getting greater 
protection all th e time th rough state and 


local measures. There are increasingly 
strong laws to free nonsmokers from the 
discomfort and hazards of smoke others 
create. 
Arizona h as led th e way in banning 
smoking in elevators, th eaters, libraries, 
concert h alls, musuems. Twelve oth er 
states are considering similar legislation. 
Already some 54 cities, towns or coun­ 
tries in 10 states h ave banned smoking in 
a variety of public places.

Public TV Should Beware Of 
Politicians Bearing Grants 


WASHINGTON — Wh en a politician’s 
wh im is powerful enough to deligh t an 
entire industry overnigh t, th en th at in­ 
dustry h ad better look out. For unless it 
pleases h im in return, h e is likely to 
catch it again going th e oth er way. If h e 
can deligh t th em, h e can disappoint 
th em. 
And if h e can vote on or sign a bill to 
provide th em government money, th ey 
can be sure h e is going to find a way to 
affect h ow th at money is spent. It is as 
natural as a sugar daddy’s interest in 
wh at th e little lady does after h er grass­ 
h opper. 


MANUFACTURING industries and 
profitmaking enterprises learn to live 
comfortably with th is fact of econo­ 
political life. Th ey find ways to recom­ 
pense, or contribute to, or at least make 
h appy th eir legislative and executive 
benefactors. 
But wh en politicians promote a rela 
tionsh ip with a nonprofit industry, one 
wh ich does not produce eith er h ard or 
consumer goods but ideas, th e payoff is a 
more delicate process. In th e end, it h as 
to be in th e only product th ey turn 
out 
Th at is wh en we get to political 
control of ideas, and. in th eory, before we 
get th ere we ough t to stop. 


HAVING STATED th e th eory, we can 
get on with th e practice: Mr. Nixon th is 
week deligh ted th e public television peo­ 
ple by approving a plan to give th em 
long-term federal financial support. Only 
a month ago, h e was reported dead set 
against it. 
Th e word h ere is th at h e was persuad­ 
ed to ch ange by h is aides wh o argued 
th at to cut off federal subsidies would 
seem to be politically vengeful. After all, 
it was public TV th at ran th e Watergate 
committee h earings verbatim last sum­ 
mer Convinced th at h is image did not 
need to seem any more politically venge­ 
ful at th is particular time, th e President 
approved th e plan. Pro or con, it was a 
political decision. 


THE BILL, drawn up by Clay T 
Wh iteh ead, director of th e Wh ite House 
Office of Telecom m unications Policy, 
was sent to Congress as soon as th e 
President switch ed h is position. Wh ite­ 
h ead h as a deep interest in it, not only 
out of auth or’s pride but because public 
TV h as effectively paid in advance for 
th is backing. 
It did so by caving in to Wh iteh ead- 
Nixon insistence th at principal control of 
public-TV programming sh ould be decen­ 
tralized out to local stations, rath er th an

Quite th e contrary I endorse 
it so strongly th at I th ink it sh ould be 
fully independent of both commercial 
sponsors and th e federal government 
One such official in Cincinnati, Oh io, 
pointed to th e example of th e British 
Broadcasting Corp.’s editorial freedom, 
th ough th e BBC operates entirely on 
government money. 
“Surely American ingenuity in protect­ 
ing public television from undue govern­ 
ment influence can match th e caliber of 
British th inking on th e subject,” h e 
wrote. And surely h e was righ t. Ameri­ 
can ingenuity already h as produced th e 
First Amendment, a paragraph wh ich 
purposefully neglects to use th e word 
‘ undue” or anyth ing else conditional

Who won? Who lost9 By how much? 
The “conditions” imposed didn’t seem to 
disturb the developer unduly, and some 
of them are patently unenforceable . . . 


Driving home from a recent hearing of 
the Marin Plan Commission, pondering 
these questions, I decided that whatever 
else. Mother Tongue had taken a beating. 


"What is wrong,” I asked myself for 
the millionth time, “with calling a spade 
a spade, when deciding if it is a fit tool9" 
Consider these circum locutions, all 
from the hearing 
1) “Use Permit." A legalized exception 
to a legal requirement - approval of a 
variation, deviation, evasion, circumven­ 
tion, possibly tantamount to violation and 
nullification, of an ordinance or law, or a 
“ Plan” having the color of law. But, we 
dare not use any of these nasty words - 
we merely grant a "perm it” for a “ use.” 


2) “ Private G ub.” An enterprise con­ 
ceived and operated for profit by a 
commercial entity, the “ members” hav­ 
ing neither a property equity nor any 
significant voice in the rules and affairs 
thereof. 


3) “Non commercial Recreation.” (This 
is the one that set off those Richter 7.7 
tremors around the tomb of Dr. Johnson). 
The Commission solemnly decreed, upon 
the solemn advice of the tax-paid county 
legal staff, that a private enterprise 
operated to sell recreation at a profit, the 
enjoyment of same being denied the 
vulgar populace by the altitude of the 
fees, is "non commercial ” The discus­ 
sion seemed to me to indicate that if Joe 
Doakes or Jose Quienes could just walk 
in and plunk down a five or ten for the 
enjoyment and use thereof, the enterprise 
would be a vulgar "commercial” affair, 
though quite possibly less profitable to its 
owners. 


Honest, I’m not agin either profit or 
commercial enterprise; even catering to 
those who feed their egos with illusions of 
exclusiveness. It’s just that I have a 
tender feeling for Mother Tongue. Why, 
in the names of Doctor Johnson, Noah 
Webster, 
Alexander Craigie, and the 
myriad others who have striven to keep 
English an honest tool of communication, 
can’t we call a spade a spade? 


Should we stop deluding ourselves and 
imagining we delude others with official 
euphemism and gobbledegook we would 
have taken one solid step toward honesty 
in government. Who knows? It could 
spread.

Impeachment Probe Dragging, 
Decision May Be Next Year 


IMPEACHMENT DECISION SIX 
MONTHS AWAY? That’s what some 
knowledgeable congressmen — not pro- 
Nixonites — are now fearing. 
This glum forecast rests in part on the 
long time it is taking the House Judiciary 
Committee to digest the massive and 
mixed evidence it has before it. 
One recent headline read: “ Rodino 
Says Inquiry Cannot Meet Its Deadline. ” 
This means it may be well into Septem­ 
ber before the Judiciary Com m ittee 
makes its recommendation to the House 
and it will take the House considerable 
time debating whether or not it should 
impeach. 


WHY INTO NEXT YEAR? Two rea­ 
sons: The Senate would give the Presi­ 
dent at least a month or more to get 
ready to stand trial. Second, if the Senate 
saw it could not complete the trial before 
Jan. 3, when the congressional term 
expires, it probably wouldn’t begin it 
since the trial would have to start all 
over again when the new’ Congress con­ 
vened. All substantive measures die at 
the expiration of the Congress. Obviously, 
impeachment is a substantive measure. 
Neither the public nor the congressmen 
want to see the impeachment process 
drag on and on. But that’s the outlook. 


MEANWHILE, THE WORK OF CON­ 
GRESS IS CLOGGED. The President has 
lost much of his ability to galvanize 
Congress to act, and by itself Congress is 
lethargic and preoccupied with impeach­ 
ment Appropriations are delayed. Other 
important legislation, including bills af­ 
fecting consumer protection, strip min­ 
ing, oil taxes and energy crisis, may all 
be neglected in the last-minute rush to 
adjourn and start campaigning 


NONSMOKERS LIB ON THE MARCH 
Smoking continues to increase in the 
United States, but nonsmokers are enjoy­ 
ing it more! They are getting greater 
protection all the time through state and 


local measures. There are increasingly 
strong laws to free nonsmokers from the 
discomfort and hazards of smoke others 
create. 
Arizona bas led the way in banning 
smoking in elevators, theaters, libraries, 
concert halls, musuems. Twelve other 
states are considering similar legislation. 
Already some 54 cities, towns or coun­ 
tries in IO states have banned smoking in 
a variety of public places. 


THE DIPLOMATIC INSIDE. The year­ 
long differences and irritations within the 
Auantic Alliance, including the feeling 
that the United States was favoring 
detente with Moscow over the security of 
Western Europe, were almost entirely 
dissolved at the Brussels NATO meeting 
attended by President Nixon and Secre­ 
tary of State Kissinger. There is a new 
climate of trust which didn’t exist a few 
months ago. 


WHAT NEXT IN THE 
MIDDLE 
EAST? July and August will be crucial in 
preparing to begin peace negotiations in 
Geneva in September. Arab and Israeli 
diplomats will be following each other to 
Washington during the next six weeks to 
try to find whether the Geneva meeting 
will be possible. 
No quick overall setUement is in the 
works. It will come piecemeal — if at all 
There are two favorable factors. There is 
a visible atmosphere of confidence be­ 
tween Egypt and Israel. Also, both sides 
— Arabs and Israelis — feel they need to 
find an alternative to renewed war. 


A NEW KIND OF U S.-SOVIET SUM­ 
MIT. It would be military, not political. A 
meeting of U.S. Defense Secretary James 
SchJesinger and Soviet Defense Minister 
Andrei Grechko is quite likely. Purpose: 
To try to narrow deep differences on how 
to get an agreement on offensive nuclear 
weapons.

Public TV Should Beware Of 
Politicians Bearing Grants 


WASHINGTON — When a politician’s 
whim is powerful enough to delight an 
entire industry overnight, then that in­ 
dustry' had better look out. For unless it 
pleases him in return, he is likely to 
catch it again going the other way. If he 
can delight them, he can disappoint 
them. 
And if he can vote on or sign a bill to 
provide them government money, they 
can be sure he is going to find a way to 
affect how- that money is spent. It is as 
natural as a sugar daddy's interest in 
what the little lady does after her grass­ 
hopper. 


MANUFACTURING industries and 
profitmaking enterprises learn to live 
comfortably with this fact of econo­ 
political life. They find ways to recom­ 
pense, or contribute to, or at least make 
h*jppy their legislative and executive 
benefactors. 
But when politicians promote a rela­ 
tionship with a nonprofit industry, one 
which does not produce either hard or 
consumer goods but ideas, the payoff is a 
more delicate process. In the end, it has 
to be in the only product they turn 
out. That is when we get to political 
control of ideas, and, in theory, before we 
get there we ought to stop. 


HAVING STATED the theory’, we can 
get on with the practice. Mr. Nixon this 
week delighted the public television peo­ 
ple by approving a plan to give them 
long-term federal financial support. Only 
a month ago, he was reported dead set 
against it. 
The word here is that he was persuad­ 
ed to change by his aides who argued 
that to cut off federal subsidies would 
seem to be politically vengeful. After all, 
it was public TV that ran the Watergate 
committee hearings verbatim last sum­ 
mer Convinced that his image did not 
need to seem any more politically venge­ 
ful at this particular time, the President 
approved the plan. Pro or con, it was a 
political decision. 


THE BILL, drawn up by Clay T. 
Whitehead, director of the White House 
Office of Telecom m unications Policy, 
was sent to Congress as soon as the 
President switched his position. White­ 
head has a deep interest in it, not only 
out of author’s pride but because public 
TV has effectively paid in advance for 
this backing. 
It did so by caving in to Whitehead- 
Nixon insistence that principal control of 
public-TV programming should be decen­ 
tralized out to local stations, rather than

As it operated earlier, that public net­ 
work 
was too liberal for

return. 


PUBLIC-TV executives maintain that 
long-term federal funding is proof against 
the kind of political interference that 
would be certain if the project came up 
for debate over refunding every fiscal 
year. 
Not only is the current plan to 
cover five years, but it is to be handed 
out through the Treasury Department 
And this version is for federal matching 
funds at the rate of $1 for each $2.50 
raised from private sources — up to an 
eventual maximum of HOO million for 
fiscal year 1980. 


WHEN I LAST wrote on this subject, 
aggrieved public-TV officials responded 
as if I opposed noncommercial broadcast­ 
ing as such. Quite the contrary. I endorse 
it so strongly that I think it should be 
fully independent of both commercial 
sponsors and the federal government 
One such official in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
pointed to the example of the British 
Broadcasting Corp s editorial freedom, 
though the BBC operates entirely on 
government money. 
“Surely American ingenuity in protect­ 
ing public television from undue govern­ 
ment influence can match the caliber of 
British thinking on the subject,” he 
wrote. And surely he was right. Ameri­ 
can ingenuity already bas produced the 
First Amendment, a paragraph which 
purposefully neglects to use the word 
"undue” or anything else conditional.

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Can Women Make The Grade 
For Tam Hi Principalship? 


Within the next three months 
the Tamalpais High School Dis­ 
trict board will fill a vacancy in 
the principalship at Tamalpais 
High School in Mill Valley. It 
was vacated this week with the 
resignation of Dr. Lawrence E. 
Sheppard. 
James Hanretty, Tam asso­ 
ciate principal, will serve as 
principal until the position is 
filled, and Supt. Robert D. Tor- 
rey has said he will ask district 
trustees to hire a new principal 
by Oct. 15. 


THE TASK OF recruiting and 
screening applicants will give 
district trustees a chance to 
showcase their new “ affirma­ 
tive action’’ policy which re­ 
quires that women and minori­ 
ty members be sought as 
applicants for available district 
jobs. 
On two previous occasions, 
trustees have come under fire 
because of the policy. 
In January they filled four 
“ night school dean’’ positions 
with white males. And then a 
few months later they gave Sir 
Francis Drake High School act­ 
ing principal Jack Hayes a new 
contract as principal. 


ON BOTH OCCASIONS pro 
ponents of affirmative action 
cried foul. They were upset that 
women didn't get a better 
shake in the night school dean 
issue, and they wanted the prin- 
eipalship opened to all appli­ 
cants rather than just rehinng 
the acting principal. 
Now trustees have another 
chance to spotlight their affirm­ 
ative action efforts. 


Torrey said the Tam princi­ 
palship will be filled from appli­ 
cants within the district, and 
there are women who hold an 
administrative credential and 
can seek the position. 


The policy will require that 
these women be sought as ap­ 
plicants and — to prevent an 
instant replay of past hassles — 
the district board will probably 
use everything short of intimi­ 
dation to get the women to 
apply. 


SHOULD THE WOMEN ap­ 
ply, and should one of them be 
the best qualified person for the 
job and be selected, it will go a 
long way toward proving that 
the district’s policy can help 
balance the inequity that pres­ 
ently exists. Only three of the 
district’s 27 administrative po­ 
sitions are filled by women. 


The problem remains that 
quite often, even though they 
apply, women are not the best 
qualified persons for an admin­ 
istrative position because they 
have little or no previous ad­ 
ministrative experience. One 
can only wonder how trustees 
can solve that problem 


CO RTE M A D E R A town coun- 
cilmen gave themselves a 5 per 
cent pay raise last week, rais­ 
ing their monthly salary from 
$180 to $189. 
One has to wonder if the $9 
increase is worth the image 
councilmen create by raising 
their own salaries. Especially 
since the council is still negoti­ 
ating pay raises for town em­ 
ployees.

For Tom Hi Principalship? 


Within the next three months 
the Tam alpais High School Dis­ 
trict board will fill a vacancy in 
the principalship at Tam alpais 
High School in Mill Valley. It 
was vacated this week with the 
resignation of Dr. Lawrence E. 
Sheppard. 
Jam es H anretty, Tam asso­ 
ciate principal, will serve as 
principal until the position is 
filled, and Supt. Robert D. Tor­ 
rey has said he will ask district 
trustees to hire a new principal 
by Oct. 15. 


THE TASK OF recruiting and 
screening applicants will give

On two previous occasions, 
trustees have come under fire 
because of the policy.

They were upset that 
wom en d id n ’t get a b e tte r 
shake in the night school dean 
issue, and they wanted the prin­ 
cipalship opened to all appli­ 
cants rather than just rehiring 
the acting principal. 
Now trustees have another 
chance to spotlight their affirm ­ 
ative action efforts. 


Torrey said the Tam princi­ 
palship will be filled from appli­ 
cants within the district, and 
there are women who hold an 
adm inistrative credential and 
can seek the position. 


The policy will require that 
these women be sought as ap­ 
plicants and — to prevent an 
instant replay of past hassles — 
the district board will probably 
use everything short of intimi­ 
dation to get the women to 
apply.

Stinso n State Beach 
and Mo unt Tam alpais State 
Park. 
Much o f her training was o n- 
the-jo b learning , 
Patricia re­

“ I learned abou t ru nning a 
park, working with the m ainte­ 
nance crews working on trails 
du ring the storm s, w orking 
with the cam pers, condu cting 
natu re walks, and being av aila­ 
ble to help in case of acci­ 
dents,” the woman ex plained.

Appointments mu st be 
made at least 10 day s in ad­ 
v ance. She will also go to Marin 
schools to talk to the children. 


THE RANGER station is “ac­ 
tion central" and occasions the 
s u pe rv isor’s only com plaint 
with her work, which is “There 
is more office work than I had 
realized." Calls come in ov er 
the 
com m u nication 
sy stem 
which links the sev eral parks in 
the sector 
The ranger relay s 
information and makes deci­ 
sions. She also assigns du ties to 
two su m m er ranger aides. 


The most persistent problem 
is dogs who accom pany park 
v isitors. The no-dog ru le is pri­ 
marily for the protection of 
wild anim als, which roam free­ 
ly in the park. On crowded day s 
an u ncontrolled dog can also 
jeopardize the safety of people 
in the park, according to the 
ranger. 


The ex trem e fire danger is of 
m ajor concern to park person­ 
nel. 


“ After the heav y winter rains 
we had a bu m per crop of grass 
this season. One was cau sed by 
lightning and

The supervisor of Mount 
Tamalpais State Park is Patri­ 
cia Wiese, 24, a professional 
st ate park ranger. 
Miss Wiese is the second 
woman to achieve ranger status 
in the state system. The first 
woman to be accepted into 
year long training program be­ 
gan as a trainee in March, 1972, 
and Miss Wiese began her 
training in September the sa- 
meyear, she explained. 
“ I am now a Ranger I, the 
first professional level in the 
state park system,” the ranger 
said. Her immediate superior is 
Jerry Hayes, ranger II, who is 
sector supervisor in charge of 
three 
Marin parks, 
Marin 
Headlands, Stinson State Beach 
and Mount Tamalpais State 
Park. 
Much of her training was on- 
the-job learning, Patricia re­ 
vealed, and took place at Samu­ 
el P. Taylor State Park in 
Marin County. 
"I learned about running a 
park, working with the mainte­ 
nance crews working on trails 
during the storms, working 
with the campers, conducting 
nature walks, and being availa­ 
ble to help in case of acci­ 
dents,'' the woman explained. 


HER INSTRUCTION also in­ 
cluded intensive first aid train­ 
ing, 200 hours of police training 
at the Regional Criminal Jus­ 
tice Center at Modesto, and a 
session at the Asilomar Center 
for Continuous Learning, where 
personnel management, camp 
supervision, safety precautions 
and nature presentations were 
covered. 
Ranger Wiese is a graduate 
of California State Polytechnic 
University at San Luis Obispo, 
where she majored in biology. 
During her college years she 
spent one summer working as a 
naturalist at Glacier .National 
Park in Montana. 
She had lived in Wyoming as 
a child, where her father was 
employed as a geologist, and 
consieers that the opportunities 
she had to be with him in the 
field influenced her pleasure in 
the out of doors.

As for other rangers, “ with 
the young rangers it is easy to 
establish a good rapport, and 
we share a sense of comrader- 
ie. Some of the older men are 
very helpful and treat me like a 
daughter, others wonder if I'm 
going to cause problems, and 
occasionally there is open con­ 
flict. 
“ I am here to do whatever 
the job requires. I consider 
myself qualified and all I ask is 
to be given an equal chance,” 
she concluded 
In her 4,933-acre domain, 
Ranger Wiese has three-fold 
duties. She is an enforcement 
officer with an imposing badge, 
an administrator and in charge 
of what is known in the state 
park service as “ interpretation 
This category involves con­ 
ducting nature hikes, camp fire 
programs and talks for groups 
of children. 
Ranger Wiese frequently ex­ 
plains the park’s points of natu­ 
ral interest to organized youth 
groups. Appointments must he 
made at least IO days in ad­ 
vance. She will also go to Marin 
schools to talk to the children. 


THE RANGER station is “ ac­ 
tion central” and occasions the 
supervisor’s only complaint 
with her work, which is “ There 
is more office work than I had 
realized.” Calls come in over 
the communication system 
which links the several parks in 
the sector The ranger relays 
information and makes deci­ 
sions. She also assigns duties to 
two summer ranger aides. 
The most persistent problem 
is dogs who accompany park 
visitors. The no-dog rule is pri­ 
marily for the protection of 
wild animals, which roam free­ 
ly in the park. On crowded days 
an uncontrolled dog can also 
jeopardize the safety of people 
in the park, according to the 
ranger. 
The extreme fire danger is of 
major concern to park person­ 
nel. 
“ After the heavy winter rains 
we had a bumper crop of grass 
this season. One was caused by 
lightning and the others by- 
human carelessness If the situ­ 
ation gets any worse, we may 
have to close off part of the 
mountain.” 
With all of the problems and 
responsibilities, Patricia Wiese 
still says, “ It’s a challenging 
job and I love it. I never 
wanted to use my scientific 
background in the laboratory.”

Chapter XIII offers direct relief from gar­ 
nishment. wage or property at­

d isp en se s w ith m ost se rv ice 
charges, late paym ent penal­ 
ties, collection fees and inter­ 


est. This results in a much- 
needed. and possibly substan­ 
tial, saving. 


To se e how C hapter XIII 
works, let's take the case of a 
typical debtor, John W agearner 
of Seattle, who owes $5,400 and 
and can pay $150 a month His 


secured debts <i.e.. those for 
which he has offered collateral) 
amount to $1,800 of the total.

borrow 
money to repair the 
car 
Bu t no credit cards, no 
charg e accou nts and no cash 
loans withou t the cou rt’s per­ 
mission in each instance.

In most cases, se­ 
cured creditors are paid first or 
on a 60/40 split with unsecured 
creditors. Court administration 
costs and the debtor’s attor­ 
ney’s fees are paid from the 
collected funds, too. 


IM M EDIATELY UPON con 


forimation of a plan, the court 
issues a restraining order that 
stops all collection activities. 
Creditors cannot contact the 
debtor, garnishee his wages, 
pick up his car on the street or 
press collection in any way. 
A debtor under a confirmed 
plan cannot charge new debts; 
however, some buying on credit 
may be permitted with permis­ 
sion of the court If the debtor’s 
income would stop if a car 
broke down, for example, he 
will ordinarily be permitted to 
borrow money to repair the 
car 
But no credit cards, no 
charge accounts and no cash 
loans without the court’s per­ 
mission in each instance. 
Participation in a wage-earn- 
er’s plan is entirely voluntary. 
If the debtor fails to pay into 
the trustee’s fund, charges new 
purchases without the court's 
permission or otherwise vio­ 
lates the rules, the court can­ 
cels the plan The debtor may 
then be thrown back to his 
creditors. Or, the attorney may 
take the case on to straight 
bankruptcy if no previous bank­ 
ruptcy occurred within six 
years 
A debtor who successfully 
pursues a Chapter XIII plan is 
not a bankrupt Learning to live 
on a strict budget can be a 
long lasting benefit for families 
in money trouble.

With Sex-Role Stereotypes

Does some strange link exist between a 
person and his photograph? 
It sounds like voodoo, but a curious experi­ 
ment suggests that such a link might actually 
exist. 
The experiment was conducted by an unor­ 
thodox British scientist, George de la Warr, 
at his laboratories in Oxford, England, in 
August 1965. 
De la Warr based the experiment on the 
idea that everything in the uni­ 
verse, living and non-living 
alike, radiates a form of ener­ 
gy. Radiations are given off 
even by a photograph, he said, 
and these provide a link be­ 
tween a person and his picture 
no matter how far removed 
from one another they might 
be. 


On a visit I made to the de la 
Warr Laboratories, the scientist 
described to me the experiment 
with the photograph. 


It was set up between de la 
Warr in Oxford and John Hay, 
a scientist in Fairfield, Conn. 
Mr Hay had been sent by de la 
Warr a photograph of a 17-year-

Arnett Blames Firing 


On Legal Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - His 
successful fight in Congress for 
retention of the legal services 
program for the poor and a 
community action program was 
the main reason for his abrupt 
ouster as head of the Office of 
Economic Opporiunity, says Al­ 
vin J. Arnett. 
A lot of pressure for his 
firing, he said in an interview 
with UPI yesterday, came from 
both Democratic and Republi­ 
can conservatives, who, like 
Nixon, wanted to end the al­ 
ready fizzling war on poverty. 


"They packed me up and 
booted me out," Arnett said. 
His firing was announced 
Tuesday to be effective July 31. 
But Thursday presidential ad­ 
viser Dean Burch, in a crisply 
worded letter, ordered Arnett 
out of his office by the end of 
the day.

Blast Toll 
In Decatur 
Is Now Four 


DECATUR, HI. OTPD - The 
massive tank car explosion and 
fire which raged through this 
central Illinois city Friday has 
claimed two more lives. 
A Norfolk and Western Rail­ 
road engineer and a switchman 
died yesterday in springfield 
Memorial Hosp ital, the latest 
victims of the holocaust, which 
now has claimed four lives and 
left at least 140 persons injured. 
Three persons remained kl 
critical condition and a fourth 
was in serious condition today 
at the Springfield Hospital 
Burns Unit. 
Engineer Bobby W Olinger, 
33, Mexico, Ind , and switch­ 
man Clyde Rucker, 26, Mount 
Zion, 111 ., were the latest fatali­ 
ties. They had been in critical 
condition since they and six 
other railroad workers were 
caught in the blast and subse­ 
quent fires. Rucker was in the 
yard at the time of the accident 
while the others were in the 
bunkhouse. 
A unit of the Illinois National 
Guard activated by Gov. Daniel 
Walker Friday to assist local 
police pulled out of the area 
Sunday, leaving homeowners 
and residents to scour the rub­ 
ble for their belongings. 
National Guard Adjutant 
Gen. Harold R Patton said the 
city was returning to normal 
but that there was a great deal 
of cleaning up to do. He said 
there was no further danger of 
explosions.
